Al Hibbler, “The Unchained Melody 
Man”, literally fought his way to the 


|top — overcoming obstacles that would 


have discouraged a less talented and 


| determined man. He was born in a one- 


story cabin near Little, Rock, Arkansas, 


{which was already overcrowded with 


three children — two brothers and a 
sister. The family had tasted deeply of 
poverty, and hard times were pre- 
destined for the new child. To this.

Al Hibbler was born blind. 


Deeply religious, Al found his place 
in the church choir, where his beautiful 
soprano voice came to the attention of 
the authorities at the Arkansas State 
School for the Blind.

Being an active individual he turned 
to TV, WGR-TV, the sister station 
and asked for a dance show. TV Dance 
Party, as it is called, is not an original 
idea, but this one is one of the few 
successful teen-age dance shows in the 
nation. 

Several months prior to going on the 
air, Bob with producer Frank Buxton, 
started their work.

those between the ages of 14 and 18.

CAPITOL’S & 
RECORD WHIZ 


ANDY WISWELL | 


There are hundreds of A&R men in 
the recording business. The meaning 
of A&R is artists and repertoire and 
the man in charge of artists and _re- 
pertoire does not always have the 
musical background so vitally necessary 
for the performance of his duties. A 
good A&R man should be able to read 
music and give songs submitted to him 
a fast but accurate evaluation. Then, 
too, since he is responsible for the 
singers and instrumentalists, he should 
be a good judge of voice and musicians. 
And if that isn’t enough of a chore, he 
must also know how to produce a re- 
cording session. He should know about 
musical arrangements and orchestra- 
tions. And he has to make quick de- 
cisions in the control room when the 
songs are being recorded. It is his de- 
cision that could make or ruin a record. 
Through the year thousands upon 
thousands of dollars are spent on his 
judgment. In the top companies it can 
run into millions of dollars. So, with 
all these responsibilities, it is easy to 
understand why there are relatively 
few excellent A&R men in the business. 


Andy Wiswell is a top A&R man. He 
has the essential background, is alert 
and most capable. He is a good tech- 
nical man, pays attention to details and 
is on his toes from start to finish 
when recording time rolls around. 


Andy, as A&R director in the East 
for Capitol Records, is probably the 
best educated A&R man in the business. 
He is frequently taken for a Britisher 
but Andy is a dyed-in-the-wool Yankee 
from the upper U. S. — Maine that is. 
He has a solid musical background to 
his credit, and it was his ability as a 


_ trombonist that enabled him to work 


his way through college. He played 


- professionally in bands while attend- 


ing the University of Maine and Yale 
University. 

When he graduated from Yale, Andy 
engaged in production of musical radio 
programs. He became vice-president of 
Muzak Corporation, where he planned, 
produced and directed the entire APS 
library catalog of over 5,500 selections, 
plus the Muzak record catalog of over 
5,000 songs. He is also the composer 
of many ballads, dance tunes, themes, 
production music and commercial 
jingles. = 

Andy really knows talent, and this 
is evident when we know that long be- 
fore they were stars Andy Wiswell 
selected and hired Vic Damone, Rose- 
mary Clooney, Guy Mitchell, Evelyn 
Knight, Mindy Carson and others to 
record for Associated Program Service. 
Andy also produced the entire catalog 
of Silvertone phonograph records for 
Sears Roebuck. He is a recognized au- 
thority on music clearances, copyright 
matters, etc. 

TIPS TO SINGERS AND WRITERS: 
Mr. Wiswell advices youngsters who 
want to sing professionally to first 
make certain they have the talent, 
ability and staying power to compete 
in this highly competitive field. 

It is important for the singer to be- 
lieve in what he is doing — whether 
it. be classical or rock and roll. It is 
Mr. Wiswell’s contention that if the 
singer’s sincerity will come across to 
the public that they will help him suc- 
ceed — primarily by buying his records, 

He warns songwriters to work only 
through accredited publishers and to 
steer clear of publishers asking fees 
of any kind. Record companies, as a 
rule, do not look at unpublished songs, 
so it really is both faster and better to 


have a reputable publisher handle your, 


songs.

Secrets Of Beauty 


Only 2% of the women living in the 
Unitea States have abnormally dry 
skin, whereas no less. than 14% have 
excessively oily skin. The mere absence 
of an oily surface film is not necessarily 
an indication that one has a “dry” skin. 
Of course, if a skin is excessively dry 
and remains so; if it is parched and 
drawn looking over the nose and 
cheeks, rough and scaly, if fine lines

The 
condition may be due to nothing more 
than the habitual use of soap and hard 
water (containing insoluable minerals 
which serve, with soapsuds, to dry up 

--the natural oil). 
Dry Skin Needs Soap And Water Too 

A dry skin of the more. easily 
remedied type, or a skin with a ten- 
dency to dryness, requires the same 
thorough cleansing as an oily or nor- 
mal skin. Contrary to popular belief, 
soap and water washing should not be 
abandoned. However, in place of or- — 
dinary soap and water, fresh rain 
water, distilled water, or water to which 
softener has been added should be used, 
along with a superfatted Ar-Ex soap. 
Once a day, and preferably before re- 
tiring, the face should be lathered and 
serubbed, a wash cloth or complexion 
brush being used to work in the lather, 
whip up circulation and thoroughly 
cleanse the pores. At other times of the 
day, cleansing cream should be used, 
the cream being smoothed on with an 
upward movement from the chin, over 
the mouth, then upward and outward 
over the nose, forehead and cheeks.
